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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
03/20/08 has been entered. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-15 and 17-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the known baler system discussed by applicants in lines 22-31 on 
page 1 of their specification or in Lundahl, et al. in view of Eecke, et al. and Vellidus and 
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Hale, etal., all as applied and for the reasons set forth in the Office action mailed 
09/17/07. 

Applicants' arguments have been carefully considered but are not deemed 
persuasive. The prior art noted in applicants' specification and Lundahl, together with 
Eecke, clearly set forth the claimed accumulator minus the claimed control system. 
Vellius and Hale clearly teach the control system as broadly claimed. The test under 
Deere is what the collective prior art renders obvious to one of oridinary skill in the art. 
The examiner is of the opinion that an artisan would provide the claimed controls to the 
prior art noted in applicants' specification or to Lundahl, each as modified by Eecke, in 
view of the teachings in Vellius and Hale. As for the newly added amendments to the 
claims they are merely restating limitations in the claims and/or stating inherent 
operational features of GPS systems and controllers, i. e., most controllers receive 
signals/data and send out operational signals. 

Applicants' arguments regarding claims 2-25 and 27-35 have been carefully 
considered. Note claim 16 is objected to and claims 31-35 are allowed. Also note that 
Halle sets forth that one would want to collect, record and display harvest data, e. g., 
yield and moisture content (See Hale, column 4, lines 46-56 and column 8, lines 14-33.) 
and Vellidus sets forth similar functions (See Vellidus, the abstract and column 1, lines 
43-55.). These functions include bale size, moisture content, weight, yield, i. e., bale 
count, etc. As for picking up, storing and discharging bales, these are functions bale 
handlers perform. To computerize these functions would be obvious to an artisan in 
view of the teachings in Hale and Vellidus. 
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Claim 16 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 31-35 are allowed. 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the 
entry of the submission under 37 CFR 1 .114 and could have been finally rejected on the 
grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the 
application prior to entry under 37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE 
FINAL even though it is a first action after the filing of a request for continued 
examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.114. See MPEP § 706.07(b). 
Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 36(a).
